— It is just as easy to break a calf to ‘ 
be led by a halter as it is to do the 
same with a colt, and it will often 
save tabor.

fore better adapted for cheese than 
butter making. 

—Every farmer should possess a 
good chest of tools and a well-ar- I 
ranged workshops He can easily save 
the cost of both within a few years. 

— Peach trees growing near the house, 
where dish and wash-water are 
thrown out, are long-lived and free 
from worms and disease. 

— Wire netting, two-inch mesh, is 
now cheaper than boards as material 
for fencing poultry, and can be more 
easily arranged and with less labor.

BREAKING HEIFERS. 

A Plan That Has Proved Satisfactory In 
NnmrroiH loiitanrrs. 

Some cows may lie naturally vicious, 
but nearly always viciousness is the re- 
sult of ill treatment Calving Is a 
severe nervous strain and leaves the 
cow nervous and irritable. If the call 
is her first one she is very mnch afraid 
that it will be injiil'ed; in this she is 
like all young mother.?. Mi Iking is an 
entirely new operation to her; likely 
drawing the milk from her udder gives 
her pain. Her condition, her fears, 
and the operation, all call for the exer- 
cise of the greatest patience and gentle- 
ness. But instead, her solicitude for 
her calf is resented; if she shows shv- 
tess ?vhen it is attempted to milk her 
— an operation she knows nothing of, 
ind which her instinct to nourish her 
offspring would cause her not to 
.ubmit to readily — she is scolded; 
if the pain caused bv the milk being 
drawn causes her to kick, she is kicked 
in return. Thus her fright and ner- 
vousness arc increased, and soon she 
is angered. If this treatment is con- 
tinued she is made vicious, and we 
have never known of a heifer being 
“conquered” in this way. After her 
tormentor has worn himself out, she 
is yet ready to kick, or use her horns, 
if need be. It does not do better to 
tie her head, or to put her between 
poles; this only frightens her anti 
angers her the more. II :r temper is 
ruined, and a cow, no matter how- 
liberal a milker she may be, is fit for 
the shambles only, if she is vicious. It 
is no rare thing for a man to throw 
fifty dollars to the wind by striking a 
young cow. 

Some years ago we bought five heif- 
ers about to calve and that had never 
been handled, and the plan we adopted 
has proven so satisfactory that we have 
made use of it on like occasions ever 
since. We built a high pen, ten feet 
square, of rails, driving a stake down 
outside of each corner to make the pen 
secure, and making a "slip gap” in one 
side. The calf, when a day old, was 
sat in the pen, the gap being open. The 
calf was taken out of the pen, and the 
gap closed. Next we entered the pen. 
speaking gently, all the time, to the 
cow. As soon as we laid our hand on 
her side, she started to run around the 
pen. We could keep our hands on her 
side, by moving in a much smaller cir- 
cle, and soon she tired herself out and 
stopped. Then we patted her 

flank lightly, spoke to her 

gently, and soon could put our 
hand on any part of her body. But 
when we grasped a teat, the trip around 
tl»o i>en began, but soon to terminate, 
and soon we could handle her udder 
withonr rcmontrance from her. When 
we tried to draw the milk, there was a 
third trip around tlio pen, and this ter- 
minated as the others had. and in half 
an hour after the cow walked into the 
pen, she was milked clean, and without 
aharsh word or a blow. In three days, 
the cow could be milked anywhere in 
the let, Wc have broken(if broken is 
the proper term to use) upwards of a 
score of heifers since then, that gave 
evidence of being ripe for viciousness, 
and, better dispositioned cows we 
never had. Of couse, all heifi-i> 
should be handled until they are quite 
gentle; yet very few never have occa- 
sion to put to good use the plan above 
American Agriculturist.

The Number of Human Beings Killed bj 
Them in One Year. 

India is one of the most densely 
populated countries in the world. The 
average population is 21 2 people to the 
square mile. In such a country, you 
would think there wouldn’t be much 
room for wild beasts, and that snakes 
would soon get exterminated. But it 
is not so, as the following facts will 
show: 

According to the Government report 
for 1885 , it appears that in that year 
the number of hitman beings that were 
killed by snakes l was 20 , 142 . Just 
think of it — over 20,000 people killed 
in one year in one country! In the 
same year, 2,765 people were killed by 
wild beasts. Of these, tigers carried 
off the largest number. The other 
“rocn-killers” were wolves, leopards, 
elephants, bears, hyenas, crocodiles, 
wild dogs and wild cats. Besides 

the men, women and children 
that these animals killed, they 
carried off 59,029 cattle. But the 
snakes and wild beasts didn't have it 
all their own way. by a good deal. Al- 
though the religion of the Hindus for- 
bids them from taking life, many of 
them are not very strict about it. 
Some won’t kill any thing — not even 
the snake called the cobra, the most 
deadly snake in the world — because 
they believe the soul of man, after 
death, passes into some other animal; 
so that if they killed even a fly, they 
might be killing their grandmother. 
But there is another thing which goes 
a long ways with a Hindu, viz., the 
government pays a premium for every 
poisonous snake and wild beast killed. 
Then, again, a good many, even true 
Hindus, believe that they may kill ani- 
mals that arc dangerous to human life. 
But perhaps the chief of all reasons, is 
the fact that there are a good many 
millions of people in India that arc not 
Ilindns, and don’t believe in the trans- 
migration of souls, and so liavo no reli- 
gions scruples about taking life. 

In 1885 , the number of snakes re- 
ported to the government as having 
been killed was 420 . 000 . For these 
snakes killed, the government paid, as 
premiums, the large sum of Rs. 25 . 215 , 
or about $ 10 , 000 . And this was only 
the number reported to the govern- 
ment How many were killed that 
were not reported, no one can tell; but 
it is safe to say they numbered a good 
many thousands. 

The uuuiber of wild animals killed in 
1885 was considerably less than in the 
previous year yet the number of tigers 
was 1 , 855 ; bears. 1 , 874 ; wolves, 6,278 
and leopards, 5 , 466 . 

In the province of Midras. the gov- 
ernment pays about $ 25.00 to $ 80.00 
for killing a tiger; but ia Bengal, 
where there are more of them, the 
price is only about $ 5.00 or $ 6 . 00 . 

Borne people think it is a great pity 
to kill off these wild animals, because 
it spoils the “sport” of hunting them; 
but wc think it is a great deal auore im- 
portant to protect tlie poor jieoplo’r 
lives and cattle, than to furnish 
“sport” for those who like to hunt. — D. 
Dotonic, D. !>.. in Our Young People.
